GUILTY 
OY MURDER 


After Forty-Five Minutes Coun- 


sel and With One Ballot 


Jury Reached Verdict. 


Jury Declines to Convict 


Him of the Murder of 


Gunness Family. 


WOODBURN MURDERER GOES FOR LIFE 


Laporte. Ind., Nov. 27.—Ray Lam- 


phere was found guilty of arson last 
night, after the jury had been out 
twenty-six hours. Judge John C. Rich- 
ter immediately sentenced him to the 
penitentiary for an indeterminate term 
of from two to twenty-one years and 
assessed a fine of $5,000. Lamphere 
probably will begin serving his sen- 
tence at Michigan City tomorrow. 


The verdict was in the nature of a 


compromise, ten of the jurors having 
held out from the first for a verdict 
of murder in the second degree, with 
a penalty of life imprisonment. Two 
stubborn members all day contended 
for a verdict of arson and not guilty, 
respectively. 


• Following"' the sentence 
of Lam- 


phere all the jurors signed a state- 
ment that-they were convinced by the 
evidence at the trial that the adult 
body found in the ruins 
with the 


bodies of the three children was that 
of Mrs. Gunness. 
Lamphere Now Thinks Woman Dead. 


Laraphere expressed a similar belief 


in the first extended statement he has 
made to other than his attorneys since 
the trial began. He said he. consider- 
ed himself lucky in view of the evi- 
dence produced, in getting off as eas- 
ily as he has. He maintained his in- 
nocence, however. 


The news that the jury had reach- 


ed an agreement was flashed from the 
court house at 7:15 p. m., and within 
ten minutes

crowded with an audience which had 
come on the run to see the close of 
the sensational case. The jury filed 
in, and Foreman Henry Mills, a gray 
haired farmer, informed the court that 
he desired to make a statement on be- 
haif of the jury before the reading of 
the verdict by Judge Richter.

Mru. John Raber, wife of a well known j 
laborer at the electric works, suffered i 
a severe and final attack of heart lull- j 
urc and death ensued within a hour i 
at the home of a neighbor. The hus-1 
band was taken iu charge by the po- j 
lice and held awaiting the verdict of; 
the coroner, which will undoubtedly j 
placo no especial blame upon the bus- j 
band, although his actions while under 
the influence 
of liquor 
Induced the 


heart attack. 


The cause of the wife's undue ex- 


citement was her husband's abuse of 
her and IHH attack upon the two sons. 
William and Frank, who endeavored 
to protect the mother. The sons drag- 
ged the f:iilicr out into the back yard, 
where a combat ensued. 
After run- 


ning to the home of Albert Ruppel, a 
neighbor, for help, Mrs. Raber return- 
oil to her own yard and sank down up- 
on the steps of the back porch. Later 
she wna carried Into the neighbor's 
home and at 7:50 o'clock her death 
took place. 


It was about 6:30 o'clock that the 


father returned to his modest little 
home at the corner of Pine and l>o 
ctist streets and he had not been in 
the house five minutes until his abuse 
of tho family began. Finally the sons 
could stand It no longer and William, 
who is about eighteen years of age, en- 
deavored to restrain his father, and 
later was joined by his brother Prank. 
The two boys finally succeeded In get- 
ting the father out In the rear yard. 


Deserted Family Several Times. 
Although Raber's reputation while 


sober among the neighbors is that of 
a 
good man, it is realized that wnilo 


under the influence of drink, he loses 
himself 
and It Is recalled that in 


1S93 Raber left his whole family and 
every member of it had to be taken 
to the poor farm to prevent starva- 
tion. Several times since then, Raber 
has left but always returned. In spite 
of this, he is well thought of by many 
who know him, who give due dis- 
count to his failings. Raber was once 
arrested and fined on the charge of 
beating his wife. 


Upon hearing the news of her moth- 


er's death, Emma, an invalid daugh- 
ter of the family, was so shocked that 
the attention of a physician was nec- 
essary to calm her and 'it was feared 
that she, too, would pass away. Her 
condition for a time was critical, it be- 
ing feared that she would go Into con- 
vulsions. 


Raber Held at, Police Station. 


Officer Barr was among the first to 


reach the scene of the Thanksgiving 
tragedy and he immediately took Ra- 
ber in charge, sending him to the sta- 
tion house. There was no charge up- 
on which he could be tried this morn- 
ing and he was turned over to the 
care of the coroner, although the law 
states that no man can be held for 
more than thirty-six hours for investi- 
gation only. 


Mrs. Raber Born in Switzerland. 


Mrs. Raber's birth place was Swit 


zerland, but many years of her life 
she spent in this city. She was forty 
five years of age and many o£ those 
years were fraught with unhappy in 
cidents o£ which her friends knew 
little. She was respected by a larg 
circle 
of 
acquaintances, many o 


whom knew her intimately. 


Surviving her besides the husban 


are seven children. John and Ott 
Raber are both serving in the Hav- 
ana William, Frank and Fred and th 
two daughters, Emma and Clara a 
live at the family home at the corns 
of Pine and Locusf. streets. 


The funeral ot Mrs. Raber will be 


held at 2:30 o'clock Monday afternoon 
from the residence, Rev. Bosch offi- 
ciating.
